REPORT  OF  1825. 


— QOO— 


The  persecutions  sustained  by  the  Puritans  of  Eng^ 
land,  during  the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  her  suc- 
cessor, James  the  First,  produced  an  ardent  desire  for 
civil  and  religious  liberty,  which  the  iron  hand  of  power 
could  not  restrain  nor  suppress.  That  tolerance  of  con- 
science which  was  denied  by  the  Hierarchy  of  their  own 
country  they  sought  in  a foreign  land.  For  the  attain- 
ment of  an  object  to  them  dearer  than  life,  they  endured 
privations,  braved  perils,  and  surmounted  obstacles  un- 
paralleled in  the  history  of  nations.  A few  inoffensive 
pilgrims,  deprived  of  every  earthly  comfort,  and  sustained 
only  by  that  bold  spirit  which  prompted  the  enterprize, 
deserted  for  ever  their  native  shores  and  embarked  on  the 
boisterous  deep.  While  the  tempest  and  famine  menaced 
them  with  death  the  most  terrific,  like  philosophers  and 
statesmen,  they  disregarded  these  and  other  imminent 
dangers  in  prospect,  and  deliberately  organized  a legisla- 
tive corps  to  frame  laws  for  the  regulation  of  their  future 
empire. 

Thus  prepared,  they  landed  on  the  cheerless  Rock  of 
Plymouth,  the  22d  of  December,  1620.  Surrounded  by 
numerous  and  ferocious  enemies,  located  in  a wilderness, 
destitute  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  rendered  still  more 
hideous  by  a depth  of  snow  and  severity  of  cold  to  which 
they  had  never  been  accustomed,  they  found  the  suffer- 
ings which  they  had  already  endured,  sustained  a very 
inadequate  comparison  to  those  in  prospect,  and  which 
were  rapidly  accumulating  on  every  side.  Mutual  pre-

servation,  the  strongest  ligament  of  union,  produced  in 
this  little  band  a civil  compact,  which  a community  of 
interests,  of  principles,  and  of  feelings,  tended  to  fortify 
and  to  perpetuate.  Thus  prepared  against  dangers  the 
most  appalling,  with  an  entire  reliance  upon  Divine  Pro- 
vidence, they  were  enabled  to  surmount  a combination  of 
difficulties  which  human  wisdom  never  could  have  fore- 
seen nor  their  feeble  powers  have  overcome.  They  suc- 
ceeded in  founding  a colony  destined  to  protect  the  op- 
pressed of  all  nations,  and  to  perpetuate  to  remotest 
posterity  the  true  principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty. 
Every  institution  which  they  founded  for  literary,  civil,  or 
ecclesiastical  purposes,  exhibited  a practical  illustration 
of  those  principles  which  prompted  their  emigration,  and 
which  still  characterize  the  spirit  of  the  different  govern- 
ments of  New  England  and  of  the  United  States.  Human 
wisdom  never  could  have  devised  a system  more  emi- 
nently calculated  to  found  an  empire  with  a destiny  so 
exalted  and  enduring,  as  the  Pilgrims  erected  upon  the 
Rock  of  Plymouth.  Egypt  may  boast  of  its  foreign  set- 
tlements, Greece  of  its  hundred  colonies,  Tyre  of  its  Car- 
thage, the  Queen  of  Cities,  and  Rome  of  the  conquest  of 
the  world  ; but  all  fade  in  comparison  with  the  achieve- 
ments of  this  feeble  colony.  Even  the  Hebrews  emi- 
grating from  the  bondage  of  Egypt,  possessed  advantages 
and  numerical  strength,  to  which  the  Pilgrims  were  entire 
strangers.  Destitute  and  defenceless,  they  however  sub- 
dued their  foes,  organized  Courts  of  Justice,  instituted 
Schools  and  Colleges,  framed  laws,  and  exhibited  to  the 
world  the  practicability  and  successful  operation  of  a pure 
Democracy.  Simple  in  their  manners,  religious  in  their 
deportment,  on  terms  of  perfect  equality  in  their  social 
intercourse,  and  perfectly  abhorrent  of  every  intrenchment 
upon  their  civil  and  religious  rights,  they  infused  a kin- 
dred spirit  into  their  descendants,  which  has  been  pre- 
served to  the  present  day — a sacred  inheritance  to  New 
England.  On  this  Rock,  not  more  sterile  than  their  pros- 
pects were  discouraging,  they  planted  and  nurtured  the 
germ  of  independence,  and  widely  diffused  its  genial 
influence,  until  matured  by  the  blood  of  the  revolution,  its 
first  fruit  was  proclaimed  in  the  Hall  of  the  American 
Congress  at  Philadelphia.  To  these  causes  and  to  this 
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vicinity,  emphatically  denominated  “ The  Cradle  of  Li- 
berty,” “ The  Head  Quarters  of  Sound  Principles,”  we 
may  trace  the  first  resistance  to  foreign  oppression.  From 
the  same  source  has  originated  that  system  of  education 
which  diffused  intelligence  to  all  classes  of  people,  and 
conspired  to  establish  a national  character  in  this  section 
of  country;  and  although  the  British  Parliament  listened 
with  rapturous  applause  to  the  system  which  Mr. 
Brougham  reported  for  the  education  of  the  poor  in  Eng- 
land, we  look  in  vain  for  any  important  feature  in  that 
system  which  was  not  perfectly  familiar  to  our  venerated 
ancestors,  and  is  now  in  successful  oporation  in  every  part 
of  New  England. 

Should  any  detract  from  the  merit  and  influence  of  tho 
institutions  founded  by  the  Colonists,  and  attribute  the 
high  and  general  attainments  of  New  England  to  other 
causes,  why  have  not  other  Colonies  and  other  States  ex- 
hibited equal  success  and  improvement?  Wise  indeed 
must  have  been  these  regulations  which  the  lapse  of  two 
centuries  has  not  materially  improved,  and  which  have 
recently  received  the  tribute  of  approbation  from  the  en- 
lightened government  of  England.  The  failure  of  other 
Colonies,  although  aided  by  superior  advantages,  must 
afford  some  evidence  on  this  subject. 

In  1502,  the  French  commenced  a settlement  in  Caro-' 
lina,  and  after  three  successive  efforts,  aided  by  wealth 
and  power,  the  settlement  failed,  and  the  object  was  abam 
doned  for  more  than  a century.  In  15S5,  the  first  colony 
was  planted  in  Virginia  by  the  English,  and  although  pat- 
ronized by  government,  and  abundantly  furnished  with 
the  means  of  defence  and  subsistence,  three  colonies  suc- 
cessively perished ; and  it  was  not  till  1007  that  they  ultL 
mately  succeeded  in  effecting  a settlement  in  this  State; 
and  although  this  was  so  long  anterior  to  the  Colony  of 
Plymouth,  we  look  in  vain  for  those  improvements  and 
learning  which  distinguish  New  England.  Even  the 
flourishing  State  of  New  York,  although  settled  in  1614, 
never  exhibited  much  intellectual  improvement,  until  the 
systems  of  education  in  the  East  were  introduced  and 
incorporated  with  its  government.  Similar  references 
might  be  extended  to  other  Colonies  and  States,  without 
varying  the  result.  But  while  the  wise  institutions  of  our 
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ancestors  demand  this  high  tribute  of  respect,  we  would 
not  ascribe  their  success  to  human  agency  alone.  The 
hand  of  Divine  Providence  is  every  where  as  visible  in 
their  emigration,  landing,  and  settlement,  as  was  the  pillar 
of  fire  by  night,  or  the  cloud  by  day  to  the  wandering  Is- 
raelites. The  historian  remarks,  that  the  Indian  popula- 
tion was  so  numerous  in  this  part  of  New  England,  that 
the  Narragansets  were  variously  estimated  at  from  3000 
to  5000  fighting  men;  and  in  1GS5,  Gov.  Hinkly  esti- 
mates the  Indians  in  Plymouth  county  alone  at  4000. 
With  such  a vast  number  of  savages  in  this  immediate 
neighborhood,  whose  hostility  to  the  whites  had  been 
aggravated  by  some  recent  events,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  for  the  Pilgrims  to  have  landed  and  formed  a 
settlement,  without  a remarkable  interposition  of  Provi- 
dence. In  1617,  a very  extraordinary  mortality  had  so 
depopulated  the  place  where  they  landed,  that  they  took 
quiet  possession  of  houses  and  cultivated  fields,  which 
had  been  left  entirely  desolate. 

Although  destined  to  another  part  of  the  country,  they 
were  directed  by  Providence  to  this  very  spot,  at  the 
only  time  when  their  landing  could  have  been  effected 
with  safety.  And  when  their  numbers  were  subsequently 
reduced  by  sickness  and  famine,  and  their  ability  for  de- 
fence annihilated,  consultations  were  frequently  held  by 
the  savages  for  their  utter  extermination,  and  as  often  de- 
feated by  collisions  and  hostilities  among  themselves. 
But  the  simple  fact  that  a powerless  band  of  Pilgrims, 
secretly  fleeing  from  their  own  country,  in  opposition  to 
its  government,  should  perfectly  succeed  in  such  a glo- 
rious enterprise,  in  spite  of  the  conflicting  elements  of  na- 
ture and  the  machinations  of  savage  foes,  while  other 
colonies,  supported  by  the  most  powerful  monarchs  of 
Europe,  were  totally  extirpated,  affords  satisfactory  proof 
that,  like  the  ancient  Jews,  they  were  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a pure  Theocracy. 

For  the  purpose  of  commemorating  these  important 
events  and  the  virtuous  deeds  of  their  ancestors,  and  exci- 
ted by  an  affinity  of  interests,  of  education,  and  of  habits, 
and  desirous  of  promoting  the  happiness  and  welfare  of 
each  other,  the  lesident  Emigrants  from  New  England  asn 
sociated  in  April,  1805,  under  the  name  of  “The  New 
England  Society  in  the  City  and  State  of  New  York.” 
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At  the  original  organization  of  the  Society,  the  following 
members  constituted  its  first  Board  of  Officers : —

The  professed  objects  of  the  association  are,  “ friend- 
ship, charity,  and  mutual  assistance.” 

One  year  after  the  formation  of  the  Society,  its  number 
of  members  exceeded  two  hundred.  Such  were  the  ori- 
ginal officers,  and  such  are  the  prominent  objects  which 
have  ever  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board ; and  it 
may  with  truth  be  remarked,  that  the  duties  of  the  Board, 
and  especially  of  the  Committee  of  Charity,  have  been 
discharged  with  a promptitude  and  fidelity  seldom  wit- 
nessed in  any  similar  institution. 

Many  applicants  for  charity,  whose  persons  and  homes 
exhibit  the  wretchedness  of  misery  and  want,  have  been 
refused  by  the  Almoners  of  the  city,  and  have  been  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  this  Society  for  relief;  and  it  is  a subject 
of  regret,  and  should  incite  to  increased  exertions,  that 
the  funds  have  not  always  been  adequate  to  relieve  the 
necessities  of  all  who  are  deemed  worthy. 

The  time  and  attention  devoted  by  the  Committee  of 
Charity,  to  visiting  the  poor  and  to  distributing  the  sums 
appropriated  for  their  relief,  may  be  inferred  from  their 
annual  reports. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  three 
preceding  years,  evince  the  usefulness  of  the  Society,  and 
the  vast  number  of  indigent  persons  that  have  been  re-* 
lieved  since  its  first  institution. 
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“From  the  24th  of  December,  1S22,  to  the  23d  of  De- 
cember* 1823,  the  Committee  have  contributed  $299  to. 
the  relief  of  eighty-four  families,  containing,  in  adults  and 
children,  two  hundred  and  eleven  individuals.  The 
greatest  proportion  of  these  consists  of  widows  with  small 
children,  very  indigent,  afflicted  with  sickness,  and  in 
great  distress  for  the  want  of  the  common  necessaries  of 
life.  Your  Committee  have  uniformly  visited  these  dis- 
tressed families,  and  ascertained  their  circumstances  be- 
fore contributing  to  their  aid.  The  sick  have  been- gratui- 
tously, faithfully,  and  with  much  evident  benefit,  attend- 
ed by  the  Physicians  of  the  Society.  Many  applications 
have  been  made  to  your  Committee*  by  worthy  and  dis- 
tressed individuals,  whom  they  could  not  relieve  for  the 
want  of  funds.” 

The  Report  of  1S24  states — “ that  the  Committee  have 
received  during  the  last  year  $290,  which  they  have  dis- 
tributed among  those  whom  they  had  ascertained  to  be 
legitimate  objects  of  charity.  The  poor  mechanic  and 
laborer,  whose  exertions  to  support  their  families  had 
been  interrupted  by  sickness  ; the  destitute  widow,  aged 
and  infirm,  sometimes  sick,  and  often  surrounded  with  a 
family  of  small  and  helpless  children  ; the  deserted  wife, 
with  children  entirely  destitute  of  the  means  of  subsist- 
ence ; the  friendless  stranger  returning  to  his  native  New 
England,  whom  sickness  and  sudden  misfortune  had  ren- 
dered penny  less  ; the  lunatic  child  dependent  on  a mother 
oppressed  with  poverty  and  age  ; and  the  old  man  whose 
life  was  closing  in  the  midst  of  want,  constitute  the  de- 
scription of  persons  to  whom  the  Committee  have  extended 
relief.” 

In  all  their  donations,  they  have  been  careful  previously 
to  ascertain  that  such  charities  would  be  properly  be- 
stowed, and  have  endeavored  to  discourage  the  expecta- 
tion of  their  being  repeated,  so  as  to  prevent  any  relaxa- 
tion of  their  usual  efforts  to  acquire  their  own  subsistence. 
It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  not  to  make  any 
donations  till  they  had  visited  the  applicant  at  his  or  her 
home,  nor  to  give  many  times  successively  ^without  re- 
peating the  visit.  The  Committee  have  visited  nearly 
seventy  families,  or  persons  keeping  houses,  and  a num- 
ber who  had  no  fixed  residence.  Some  of  these  have  been 
assisted  nine,  ten,  and  even  eleven  different  times.  The 
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Committee  cannot  close  this  Report  without  expressing 
their  obligations,  and  the  obligations  of  this  Society,  to  the 
Physicians  of  its  appointment,  for  their  labor  and  fidelity 
the  last  year. 

The  Report  of  1825  states,  that  $210  have  been  applied 
to  charitable  objects,  and  that  forty-nine  families,  or  one 
hundred  and  fifty  individuals,  have  been  relieved.  It 
appears  therefore  from  the  three  preceding  Reports,  that 
$799  have  been  distributed  among  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  families,  or  six  hundred  and  fifty-one  indivi- 
duals. 

Without  extending  these  extracts  to  the  reports  of 
former  years,  sufficient  has  already  been  cited  to  evince 
the  utility  of  the  Society,  and  the  important  benefit  it  has 
conferred ; and  should  its  finances  continue  to  be  managed 
with  equal  prudence  and  economy,  its  funds  and  its  cha- 
rities will  have  a correspondent  increase,  until  it  shall 
obtain  a pre-eminent  station  among  the  Benevolent  Insti- 
tutions of  our  e i tyr , and  be  enabled  to  direct  its  resources 
to  the  establishment  of  institutions  for  the  diffusion  of 
learning,  the  encouragement  of  industry,  and  a more  gen- 
eral improvement  in  science  and  the  arts.  A prospect  of 
such  auspicious  results  will  excite  in  ever}’’  benevolent 
breast,  and  in  every  congenial  heart,  a solicitude  to  es- 
tablish the  Society  on  a permanent  basis,  to  enlarge  its 
sphere  of  usefulness,  and  to  avert  every  measure  that  may 
tend  to  its  dissolution. 

While  all  unite  in  the  celebration  of  an  event  which 
severed  this  country  from  England,  shall  the  sons  of  New 
England  refuse  to  bestow  merited  honor  upon  the  foun- 
ders of  this  empire,  or  to  commemorate  the  day  which 
gave  it  birth?  Shall  the  names  of  Carver,  of  Bradford, 
of  Standish,  of  Brewster,  of  Allerton,  and  others,  be  per- 
mitted to  pass  into  oblivion  without  one  redeeming  effort 
from  their  ungrateful  descendants  ? 

The  spirits  of  the  Pilgrims  invoke  the  co-operation  of 
their  countrymen  to  perpetuate  principles  which  so  suc- 
cessfully conduced  to  the  establishment  and  permanency 
of  this  government,  and  which,  annually  exhibited  and 
preserved  in  the  legends  of  the  day,  will  excite  no  ordina- 
ry emulation  in  the  rising  generation  ; and  while  the  civil 
and  religious  Institutions  of  our  country  continue  to  rest 
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upon  such  a basis,  they  will  present  an  impenetrable 
shield  to  the  assault  of  insidious  or  open  foes. 

The  increasing  appropriations  for  charitable  purposes, 
and  the  benefits  which  the  Society  may  confer  upon  the 
friendless  stranger,  and  upon  such  members  as  may  re- 
quire its  aid,  to  obtain  facilities  in  their  ordinary  occupa- 
tions, afford  cogent  reasons  forks  continued  existence  and 
support;  and  it  is  ardently  hoped  that  the  suggestions  al- 
ready made  will  induce  all  emigrants  from  New  England 
to  associate  with  their  brethren  in  advancing  the  prospe- 
rity and  usefulness  of  the  New  England  Society.

REPORT  OF  1843.

The  Committee,  upon  publishing  the  Constitution  the 
present  year,  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  for  a similar  purpose,  in  1825,  of  which 
Dr.  John  Stearns  was  Chairman,  cannot  be  amended  by 
them;  and,  with  the  omission  of  some  details,  in  which 
time,  and  especially  the  legislative  incorporation  of  the 
Society,  have  wrought  material  changes,  have  resolved  to 
recommend  the  publication  of  the  very  able  production  of 
Dr.  Stearns,  as  a prefatory  foundation  of  the  present  Re- 
port. 

It  doubtless  behooves  every  one,  in  an  examination  of 
the  merits  of  his  ancestors,  as  well  as  his  own  merits,  to 
proceed  with  modesty  and  caution ; inasmuch  as,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  same  temptations  to  depart  from  faith- 
ful and  impartial  scrutiny  exist  in  the  one  case  as  in  the 
other.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that,  in  truth,  al- 
though the  assertion  may  seem  to  be  at  war  with  received 
maxims,  the  unfitness  of  an  individual  to  estimate  himself 
does  not  result  from  a more  imperfect  knowledge  of  him- 
self than  others  possess,  but  from  the  danger  that  in  the 
account  he  may  give  of  his  own  character,  his  self-love 
may  prevent  the  utterance  of  all  the  truth  within  his 
knowledge.  If,  in  calling  on  the  world  to  admire  the  sa- 
gacity, and  to  love  and  venerate  the  character,  of  their 
forefathers,  the  Pilgrims,  and  of  the  progenitors  of  the 
Pilgrims,  the  Puritans  of  England,  New  Englandmen 
were  constrained  to  resort  to  facts  and  occurrences  of 
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doubtful  existence,  and  to  rely  exclusively  upon  their  own 
testimony  respecting  these  facts  and  occurrences,  it  would 
not  be  uncharitable  or  unwise  to  pause  and  examine,  be- 
fore yielding  assent  to  what  they  required.  But  if  the 
challenge  of  the  sons  of  New  England  in  behalf  of  their 
ancestors,  rests  upon  the  strong  basis  of  admitted  history, 
the  whole  question  is  one  of  argument  and  inference,  and 
moral  and  patriotic  feeling;  and  the  testimony  of  the  son 
is  as  good  as  that  of  the  stranger  of  no  greater  sagacity 
or  integrity.  In  the  present  instance,  it  is  better;  because 
it  will  not  be  denied  that  New  Englandmen  are  less  the 
children  of  feeling  than  of  intellect,  or  rather,  that  they 
only  feel  deeply  when  the  voice  of  reason  calls  upon  them 
to  feel — and  that  they  surpass  all  others  in  the  facility 
with  which  they  can  cast  away  that  to  which  they  have 
been  accustomed,  when  they  find  something  better  to  fill 
its  place.  What  then  were  the  Puritans — what  the  Pil- 
grims ? What  did  they  effect , that  their  memory  should 
have  brightened  under  the  lapse  of  years — and  that  even 
considerate,  reflecting  New  Englandmen  should,  with 
emotions  so  exulting  and  so  reverential,  speak  of  their 
achievements  or  pause  over  their  memory  ? The  Puritans, 
in  their  origin,  were  the  especial  subjects  of  contempt  and 
scorn,  but  they  held  on  their  way,  and  the  derision  of 
their  contemners  was  soon  converted  into  ferocious  malig- 
nity, and  the  gnashing  of  teeth  of  alarmed  selfishness. 
They  held  on  their  way,  and  the  next  epoch  in  the  histo- 
ry of  England  saw  their  enemies  prostrate  at  their  feet. 
Nor  was  their  triumph  merely  that  of  physical  force.  On 
the  contrary,  principles — vital  principles  in  religion  and 
morals,  in  government  and  law,  were  dug  by  them  from 
beneath  the  ignorance  and  the  crimes  of  ages,  placed  high 
and  conspicuous  before  the  world,  and  consolidated  into 
the  firmness  of  established  truth.  Looking  through  the 
mystical  phraseology  of  the  age  in  which  they  lived,  and 
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making  some  allowances  for  their  deficiences  in  literature* 
what  were  their  opinions  respecting  the  Christian  system? 
They  taught  that  it  was  never  intended  as  a vain  show — * 
nor  as  an  engine  of  temporal  power — nor  as  an  instrument 
of  extortion  and  oppression.  It  was  their  creed,  that  the 
forms  and  ceremonies  of  Christianity  were  but  means  to 
the  end  it  had  in  view,  and  ought  never  to  be  confounded 
with  the  end  itself;  and  that  the  purpose  designed  to  be 
accomplished  by  all  its  doctrines,  all  its  precepts,  and  all 
its  ministrations,  was  to  induce  and  enable  mankind  to 
carry  the  spirit  of  its  Founder  into  every  department  of 
human  life,  and  thus  lit  themselves  for  the  life  that  is 
eternal.  And  what  disastrous  principles  of  Government 
did  these  reformers  promulgate,  which,  for  a time,  sub- 
jected them  to  lingering  imprisonment,  and  distant  exile, 
and  death  upon  the  scaffold  ? Their  first  results  may  be 
seen  in  the  Constitution  of  England,  as  established  in  16SS. 
The  riper  and  more  genuine  fruits  of  these  principles  are 
the  systems  of  Government  which  distinguish  the  United 
States.  Their  substance  was  that  Government  is  insti- 
tuted for  the  general  good,  and  not  for  the  benefit  of  one, 
or  a few — that,  in  civil,  as  in  ecclesiastical  authority,  “ he 
that  is  greatest  should  be  the  servant  of  all” — and  that., 
when  these  purposes  of  Government  are  openly  trampled 
under  foot,  it  is  the  right  of  any  portion  of  the  community, 
which  has  sufficient  strength  to  effect  a reform,  to  put 
forth  that  strength  in  order  to  effect  it.  It  may,  notwith- 
standing, be  conceded  that  the  light  which  shone  on  the 
path  of  the  Puritans  was  mingled  with  not  a little  dark- 
ness and  error.  In  their  solicitude  to  distinguish  between 
the  forms  of  religion,  and  its  principal  purpose,  they  some- 
times forgot  that  religious  order  is  indispensable  to  reli- 
gious improvement.  Their  distinctive  classification  of 
form  and  substance,  in  Religion,  was  not  free  from  mistake. 
In  matters  of  Government  they  were  too  much  inclined  to 
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destroy,  before  they  had  provided  a better  system.  Above 
all,  they  had  not  learned  that  persecution  is  anti-christian 
in  its  very  nature.  They  had  the  conviction  that  error 
ought  not  to  persecute  the  truth  ; but  they  refused  to  ad- 
mit that  truth  could  not  persecute  even  error,  until  it  had 
thrown  off  its  heavenly  habiliments,  and  clothed  itself  in 
the  vestments  of  its  adversary.  There  was,  however, 
this  difference  between  their  system  and  that  of  their 
opponents,  that  the  first,  being  founded  in  truth,  was  full 
of  the  springs  of  its  own  improvement,  while  the  latter, 
being  founded  in  error,  contained  the  principles  of  its  own 
degeneracy  and  decay.  The  first  may  have  an  unpolish- 
ed, and  even  a repulsive  exterior.  But  the  eye  of  intelli- 
gence can  look  through  this  to  the  diamond  within.  The 
last  may  long  appear  beautiful  upon  a distant  and  general 
view,  but  rottenness  is  at  the  core  of  it,  and  must,  at 
length,  exhibit  itself  upon  the  surface. 

The  Pilgrims,  who  sought  an  asylum  in  New  England, 
were  wiser  and  better  men,  than  the  earlier  Puritans. 
Under  the  sufferings  they  endured,  subsequent  to  the  res- 
toration of  Charles  the  Second,  they  relinquished  many 
things  exceptionable  which  they  had  been  taught  to  re- 
vere ; and  bound  around  their  hearts  many  excellencies 
which  their  teachers  never  knew.  Their  achievements, 
and  those  of  their  more  immediate  descendants,  may  well 
command  the  admiration  of  all  men.  The  harvest  which 
has  grown  up  from  their  piety,  their  intelligence,  their 
labors,  and  their  blood,  is  waving  before  our  eyes.  It  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  systems  of  Government  which  have  been 
framed,  the  codes  of  jurisprudence  which  have  been  adopt- 
ed, the  seminaries  of  learning  which  have  been  endowed, 
the  modes  of  religious  incitement  and  instruction  which 
have  prevailed,  and  in  the  moral,  and  social,  and  econo- 
mical habits,  which  have  been  cherished  in  New  Eng- 
land, and  in  other  parts  of  the  North  American  Republic. 
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It  contains  hardly  a blighted  stalk,  unless  it  has  been 
struck  by  some  foreign  or  extraneous  mildew,  or  refused 
the  juices  of  the  soil  whence  it  sprung. 

In  a strong  attachment  to  the  general,  and  more  impor“ 
tant,  principles  of  action  of  the  Puritans  and  the  Pilgrims, 
the  New  England  Society  in  New  York  had  its  origin.  In 
the  full  belief  of  its  founders,  they  could  render  no  higher 
or  sincerer  service  to  the  city  which  had  adopted  them, 
than  to  give  the  leaven  of  these  principles  a better  oppor- 
tunity of  diffusing  itself  in  this  great  mart  of  the  United 
States.  The  names  of  the  first  Board  of  Officers  of  the 
Society,  appearing  in  the  Report  of  Dr.  Stearns  before 
referred  to — the  names  of  men  then  possessing  not  a little > 
and  subsequently  attaining  to  greater  distinction,  in  the 
various  pursuits  of  civil  fife  in  which  they  were  engaged, 
afford,  of  themselves,  no  slight  testimonial  to  the  value  of 
the  principles  of  their  fathers.  And  these  men,  belonging 
as  they  did  to  different  sects  of  Protestant  Christianity, 
and  to  different  phases  of  political  party,  gave  evidence, 
by  their  association,  that  they  believed  the  great  principles 
of  their  fathers  to  constitute,  as  in  truth  they  do,  a common 
foundation  for  all  that  is  true  and  excellent,  and  wise  and 
patriotic,  in  every  Protestant  Christian  sect,  and  in  every 
political  party  in  the  count2*y.  Similar  opinions,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  delight  which  cannot  but  be  felt  in  the  co- 
operations of  charitable  effort,  have  not  only  prevented 
the  Society  from  becoming  extinct,  but  have  continued  it 
to  the  present  day,  with  constantly  augmenting  numbers 
and  resources,  and  have,  a few  years  since,  clothed  it 
with  the  gravity  and  permanence  of  a legal  corporation. 
As  constituted  at  present,  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature, 
by  which  it  was  incorporated,  th  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  of  the  Society,  which  follow  this  Report,  disclose 
the  objects  of  the  Society  and  the  manner  in  which  acces- 
sions are  made  to  its  numbers,  and  its  concerns  are  trans- 
acted. 3

•The  present  number  of  members  of  the  Society  is  529, 
Its  funds  amount  to  $12,868,  and  are  invested  on  bond 
and  mortgage  upon  real  estate,  and  in  public  stocks, 
allowed  by  the  Constitution,  of  undoubted  safety.  The 
expenditures  of  the  Committee  of  Charity  the  present 
year  amount  to  about  $700.  In  the  year  from  December, 
1S41,  to  December,  1842,  such  expenditures  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $625.93,  and  in  the  year  next  preceding  that 
last  mentioned  to  the  sum  of  $762.  The  Committees  of 
Charity  have  spared  no  pains  or  industry  to  render  them- 
selves worthy  successors  of  the  like  Committees  referred 
to  in  the  Report  of  Dr.  Stearns. 

For  several  years  past  efforts  have  been  made  by  the 
Managers  of  the  Society  to  elevate,  in  some  respects,  its 
character,  to  render  it  more  intellectual,  and  to  extend  its 
influence  more  widely.  These  efforts  have  met  with  suc- 
cess; and  in  this  success,  those  who  made  thejm  have 
found  their  reward.  The  annual  celebrations  of  the  Land- 
ing of  the  Pilgrims  have,  usually,  for  a number  of  years 
past,  been  held  in  public.  Upon  these  occasions  addresses 
have  been  given  to  the  Society  by  gentlemen  of  distinc- 
tion, in  which  the  history  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  and  their 
deeds,  have  been  eloquently  rehearsed;  their  characters 
triumphantly  sustained  against  the  aspersions  of  their 
enemies  ; their  principles  powerfully  advocated  and  re- 
commended ; and  the  favorable  influence  of  their  labors 
upon  the  welfare  of  the  country,  and  the  cause  of  liberty, 
clearly  pointed  out;  and  in  which,  also,  spirit-stirring  ap- 
peals have  been  presented  to  the  Sons  of  the  Pilgrims,  and 
to  the  whole  community,  to  aid  in  disseminating  the  prin- 
ciples, and  maintaining  the  institutions,  to  the  support  of 
which  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  devoted  their  lives.  As  ora- 
tors at  these  celebrations,  it  may  be  proper  to  name  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Spring,  Samuel  L.  Knapp,  Esq.,  Hon.  Henry 
R.  Storrs,  (late  President  of  the  Society,)  Rev.  Dr.  Bacon, 
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Hon.  Robert  Charles  Winthrop,  Professor  Haddock,  and 
the  Rev.  George  B.  Cheever.  The  words  which  they 
have  spoken  will  not  soon  be  forgotten,  but  will  long  con- 
tinue to  echo  throughout  the  land,  arousing  the  spirit  of 
true  patriotism,  and  reminding  the  people  of  “ what  con- 
stitutes a State.” 

It  is  a melancholy  fact,  that  most  men  adhere  with 
greater  tenacity  to  folly  and  error,  than  to  the  great  ob- 
jects of  the  faith  and  devotion  of  the  Puritans  and  the 
Pilgrims,  the  Truth  and  the  Right.  Should  the  sons  of 
New  England,  who  have  left  the  home  of  their  infancy, 
amidst  the  excitements  of  a tide  of  prosperity,  forget  the 
causes  which  put  that  tide  in  motion,  and  enabled  them  to 
place  themselves  on  its  swelling  advances — should  they 
alknv  that  wise  spirit  of  accommodation  in  things  indiffe- 
rent, by  which  they  are  distinguished,  to  pass  the  proper 
limit,  and  being  thus  perverted,  to  lead  them  to  surrender 
the  faith  and  wisdom  of  their  fathers  for  the  dross  and 
tinsel,  in  the  comparison,  which  they  may  find  around 
them,  they  will  show  themselves  to  be,  not  otherwise,  it 
is  admitted,  than  common  men — he  icho  sold  his  birthright  for 
a mess  of  pottage,  was  a common  mdgar  man.  But  they 
will  assuredly  wage  war  with  the  purpose  of  the  God  of 
the  Pilgrims,  in  dispensing  the  teeming  population  of  New 
England  throughout  this  broad  Republic.  That  purpose 
is,  that  the  substance  of  the  New  England  character  may 
impress  itself  upon  the  whole  land.  To  promote  it,  the 
New  England  Society  in  New  York  was  originally  esta- 
blished. To  promote  it,  the  hopes  of  the  living,  and  the 
example  of  the  dead,  cheer  on  the  sons  of  New  England, 
wheresoever  found.  And  let  no  one  turn  back  from  this 
great  work  until  it  is  fully  accomplished !

THE  CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW  ENGLAND  SOCIETY  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

--Q^Q — 

ARTICLE  I. 

All  such  persons  as  now  are  members  of  the  charitable 
and  literary  association,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  called 
“ The  New  England  Society  in  the  City  and  State  of  New 
York,”  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  Mem- 
bers of  said  Association,  by  being  elected  such  Members, 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  thereof,  and 
subscribing  the  Constitution  thereof,  and  paying  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Association,  shall 
be,  and  hereby  are,  constituted  a body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  “ The  New  Eng- 
land Society  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  pecuniary  relief  to  poor  persons  of  New  Eng- 
land origin,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  a Library. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  estate  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be 
governed  and  directed  by  a Board  of  Officers,  Members 
of  said  Corporation,  consisting  of  a President,  two  Vice 
Presidents,  four  Counsellors,  eight  Assistant  Counsellors, 
a Secretary,  and  a Treasurer,  to  be  elected  and  appointed 
annually,  at  such  time  and  place,  within  the  City  of  New 
York,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  By-laws  of  the  said 
Association. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

The  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  re- 
ceive by  devise,  and  hold  real  estate,  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  to  the  value  of  twenty-live  thousand  dollars ; and 
to  sell  or  mortgage  real  estate,  and  also  to  receive  by  be- 
quest, and  possess  personal  estate,  so  that  the  whole  of 
their  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  in  value  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  one  half  of  their  annual  income,  from 
initiation  fees  and  annual  dues,  shall  be  annually  ex- 
pended in  benefactions  to  the  poor,  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-laws  of  said  Corporation ; and  they 
shall  have  power  to  loan  their  moneys  on  mortgage,  or 
invest  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  in  any  public  stock  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  one  of  the  States  of  the 
Union;  or  in  the  stock  of  any  Bank  chartered,  or  to  be 
chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 


. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  SOCIETY.  * 


Any  person  of  full  age,  being  a native,  or  the  son  of  & 
native,  of  any  of  the  New  England  States,  and  of  fair 
character,  may,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers, 
or  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  officers  or  members  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, be  admitted  a Member  of  the  Society.  And  being  so 
admitted,  shall  become  a Member  thereof,  on  subscribing 
the  Constitution,  and  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Soci- 
ety the  sum  prescribed  in  the  first  article  thereof. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Officers  shall  have  power,  b}rthe  concur- 
ring votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Officers  of  the  Board, 
given  by  ballot,  to  admit  persons  Members  of  the  Society, 
who  are  not  natives,  or  the  sons  of  natives,  of  any  of  the 
New  England  States. 

III. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may,  by  the  concurring  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  all  its  Members,  given  viva  voce , and  entered 
on  the  Minutes,  suspend  any  Member  from  enjoying  the 
privileges  of  the  Society,  who  may  be  guilty  of  gross  mis- 
behavior, or  scandalous  or  dishonest  conduct.  Such  sus- 
pension shall  continue,  until  revoked  by  the  votes  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  or  until  the 
suspended  Member  is  restored  to  the  Society,  by  the  votes 
of  a majority  of  the  Members  present,  at  an  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society. 
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IV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  shall  be  held  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  unless  that 
day  shall  be  Sunday,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  held  on  the 
twenty-third  day  of  December,  at  such  hour  and  place  as 
the  Board  of  Officers  may  direct;  at  which  meeting  the 
Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected;  and  of  the  time 
and  place  of  which  meeting  the  Board  of  Officers  shall 
give  one  week’s  notice,  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  news- 
papers published  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

V. 

A majority  of  the  Officers  named  in  the  second  article 
of  the  Constitution,  the  President,  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence, one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  always  being  one,  shall 
constitute  a Board  of  Officers  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. If  from  any  cause  such  Meeting  shall  not  be  held, 
a Special  Meeting  may  be  called  for  the  election  of  Offi- 
cers, as  provided  for  in  By-law  X. 

VI. 

Two-thirds  of  the  Officers  named  in  the  second  article 
of  the  Constitution,  without  the  presence  of  the  President, 
or  either  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  also  constitute  a 
Board  of  Officers  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

VII. 

The  President,  and  if  he  is  absent,  the  first  Vice  PresB 
dent,  and  if  they  are  both  absent,  the  second  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  if  these  three  Officers  are  absent,  a Chairman 
for  the  meeting,  to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  shall  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 
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VIII. 

The  President,  and  if  he  is  absent  from  the  city,  either 
of  the  Vice  Presidents,  and  if  those  three  Officers  are  ab- 
sent therefrom,  any  two  Counsellors,  may  call  a Special 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 

IX. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may  appropriate  a portion  of  the 
annual  income  of  the  Society,  not  exceeding  three-fourths, 
to  the  relief  of  the  indigent,  or  unfortunate  persons,  of  New 
England  origin. 

o o 

X. 

The  President,  and  if  he  is  absent  from  the  city,  one  of 
the  Vice  Presidents,  may,  on  the  request  of  any  five  Mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  call  a Special  Meeting  thereof,  and 
give  such  notice,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting, 
as  the  Officer  calling  the  same,  shall  deem  proper. 

XI. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Societ}^,  shall  keep  a correct  ac- 
count, in  a book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Officers,  and  perform 
such  other  duties,  as  the  Board  of  Officers  shall  direct. 


XII. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  money,  funds,  and  securi- 
ties of  the  Society,  and  pay  and  dispose  of  the  same,  in 
pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  on  the 
warrants  of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  render  an  ac- 
count thereof  annually,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Officers,  next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society. 
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XIII. 

There  shall  be  two  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board 
of  Officers,  one  to  be  called  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
shall  consist  of  three,  and  the  other  to  be  called  the  Com- 
mittee of  Charity,  to  consist  of  five. 

XIV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  audit 
all  accounts  against  the  Society;  to  execute  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Officers,  in  relation  to  the  funds  of  the  Socie- 
ty, and  the  payment  and  disposition  thereof;  to  give  war- 
rants on  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Officers;  and  to  perform  such  other  specific  du- 
ties as  shall  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  Board  of  Officers. 

XV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Charity,  faith- 
fully to  distribute  and  expend,  according  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  of  the  Society,  all  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  Board  of  Officers,  for  charitable  purposes,  and  re- 
ceived by  the  Committee  for  that  object,  and  to  render  an 
account  of  their  proceedings  annually,  at  the  Meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Officers,  next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Societ}r. 

XVI. 

Each  person,  who  shall  be  admitted  a Member  of  the 
Society  shall  pay,  on  his  admission,  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, as  required  by  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution, 
and  annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents,  until  the  total  sum  of  his  contributions  shall  amount 
to  fifty  dollars,  when  no  further  annual  payment  shall  be 
exacted.  But  any  Member  may,  if  he  pleases,  continue 
his  annual  payments  beyond  that  period. 
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XVII. 

The  widow  and  children  of  a deceased  Member,  left  in 
indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  entitled,  for  five  succes- 
sive years,  to  an  annuity  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  to 
the  full  amount  of  the  moneys  the  deceased  Member  shall 
have  actually  paid  into  its  Treasury  : ■ Provided,  however, 
the  said  annuit}*"  shall  in  no  case  be  paid  to  a widow  of  a 
Member  after  she  shall  have  married  again,  nor  to  children 
after  they  shall  be  able  to  earn  their  own  subsistence. 

XVIII. 

The  Board  of  Officers  shall  have  power  to  release,  at 
their  discretion,  any  Member,  from  the  annual  payment  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  for  any  one  or  more  years ; but 
the  sum,  or  sums,  from  which  any  Member  shall  be  so  re- 
leased, shall  not  be  considered  as  forming  any  part  of  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  mentioned  in  the  By-law  number  XVI, 
nor  be  taken  into  the  estimate,  in  determining  the  amount 
of  the  annuity  to  be  paid  to  his  widow  and  children,  as 
provided  for  in  the  By-law  number  XVII. 

XIX. 

The  whole  amount  of  any  sum  voluntarily  subscribed, 
by  any  Member,  towards  constituting  a common  fund,  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  his  initiation  fee,  and  the  annual 
dues  he  has  paid,  may  be  estimated  as  a part  of  his  max- 
imum of  fifty  dollars. 

XX. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may,  in  their  discretion,  elect  a 
Committee  not  exceeding  three,  from  the  Members  of  the 
Society,  which  Committee  may  be  allowed  to  attend  the 
Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  to  assist  in  their  delibe- 
rations, and  co-operate  with  them,  as  far  as  the  Constitu- 
tion allows,  in  promoting  the  general  objects  of  the  Society.

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HISTORICAL  STATEMENT. 


The  persecutions  sustained  by  the  Puritans  of  Eng- 
land, during  the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  her  suc- 
cessor, James  the  First,  produced  an  ardent  desire  for  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  which  the  iron  hand  of  power  could 
not  restrain  nor  suppress.  That  tolerance  of  conscience 
which  was  denied  by  the  Hierarchy  of  their  own  country, 
they  sought  in  a foreign  land.  For  the  attainment  of  an 
object  to  them  dearer  than  life,  they  endured  privations, 
braved  perils,  and  surmounted  obstacles  unparalleled  in 
the  history  of  nations.  A few  inoffensive  pilgrims,  deprived 
of  every  earthly  comfort,  and  sustained  only  by  that  bold 
spirit  which  prompted  the  enterprise,  deserted  forever  their 
native  shores,  and  embarked  on  the  boisterous  deep. 
While  the  tempest  and  famine  menaced  them  with  death 
the  most  terrific,  like  philosophers  and  statesmen,  they 
disregarded  these  and  other  imminent  dangers  in  prospect, 
and  deliberately  organized  a legislative  corps  to  frame  laws 
for  the  regulation  of  their  future  empire. 

Thus  prepared,  they  landed  on  the  cheerless  Rock  of 
Plymouth,  the  22d  of  December,  1620.  Surrounded  by 
numerous  and  ferocious  enemies,  located  in  a wilderness 
destitute  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  rendered  still  more 
hideous  by  a depth  of  snow  and  severity  of  cold  to  which 
they  had  never  been  accustomed,  they  found  the  sufferings 
which  they  had  already  endured  sustained  a very  in- 
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adequate  comparison  to  those  in  prospect,  and  which  were 
rapidly  accumulating  on  every  side.  Mutual  preservation, 
the  strongest  ligament  of  union,  produced  in  this  little 
band  a civil  compact,  which  a community  of  interests,  of 
principles,  and  of  feelings,  tended  to  fortify  and  to 
perpetuate.  Thus  prepared  against  dangers  the  most 
appalling,  with  an  entire  reliance  upon  Divine  Providence, 
they  were  enabled  to  surmount  a combination  of  difficul- 
ties which  human  wisdom  never  could  have  foreseen,  nor 
their  feeble  powers  have  overcome.  They  succeeded  in 
founding  a colony  destined  to  protect  the  oppressed  of  all 
nations,  and  to  perpetuate  to  remotest  posterity  the  true 
principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  Every  institution 
which  they  founded  for  literary,  civil,  or  ecclesiastical 
purposes,  exhibited  a practical  illustration  of  those  prin- 
ciples which  prompted  their  emigration,  and  which  still 
characterize  the  spirit  of  the  different  governments  of  New- 
England  and  of  the  United  States.  Human  wisdom 
never  could  have  devised  a system  more  eminently  calcu- 
lated to  found  an  empire  with  a destiny  so  exalted  and 
enduring,  as  the  Pilgrims  erected  upon  the  Pock  of  Plym 
outh.  Egypt  may  boast  of  its  foreign  settlements, 
Greece  of  its  hundred  colonies,  Tyre  of  its  Carthage,  the 
Queen  of  cities,  and  Rome  of  the  conquest  of  the  world  ; 
but  all  fade  in  comparison  with  the  achievements  of  this 
feeble  colony.  Even  the  Hebrews  emigrating  from 
the  bondage  of  Egypt,  possessed  advantages  and  numerical 
strength,  to  which  the  Pilgrims  were  entire  strangers. 
Destitute  and  defenceless,  they,  however,  subdued  their 
foes,  organized  Courts  of  Justice,  instituted  Schools  and 
Colleges,  framed  laws,  and  exhibited  to  the  world  the 
practicability  and  successful  operation  of  a pure  Democ- 
racy. Simple  in  their  manners,  religious  in  their  deport- 
ment, on  terms  of  perfect  equality  in  their  social  inter- 
course, and  perfectly  abhorrent  of  every  intrenchment 
upon  their  civil  and  religious  rights,  they  infused  a kindred 
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spirit  into  their  descendants,  which  has  been  preserved  to 
the  present  day — a sacred  inheritance  to  New  England. 
On  this  Rock,  not  more  sterile  than  their  prospects  were 
discouraging,  they  planted  and  nurtured  the  germ  of  inde- 
pendence, and  widely  diffused  its  genial  influence,  until, 
matured  by  the  blood  of  the  Revolution,  its  first  fruit  was 
proclaimed  in  the  Hall  of  the  American  Congress  at  Phila- 
delphia. To  these  causes  and  to  this  vicinity,  emphati- 
cally denominated  “The  Cradle  of  Liberty,”  “ The  Head 
Quarters  of  Sound  Principles,”  we  may  trace  the  first 
resistance  to  foreign  aggression.  From  the  same  source 
has  originated  that  system  of  education  which  diffused 
intelligence  to  all  classes  of  people,  and  conspired  to 
establish  a national  character  in  this  section  of  country  ; 
and  although  the  British  Parliament  listened  with  rap- 
turous applause  to  the  system  which  Lord  Brougham 
reported  for  the  education  of  the  poor  in  England,  we 
look  in  vain  for  any  important  feature  in  that  system 
which  was  not  perfectly  familiar  to  our  venerated  ancestors, 
and  is  now  in  successful  operation  in  every  part  of  New 
England. 

Should  any  detract  from  the  merit  and  influence  of  the 
institutions  founded  by  the  Colonists,  and  attribute  the 
high  and  general  attainments  of  New  England  to  other 
causes,  why  have  not  other  Colonies  and  other  States  exhib- 
ited equal  success  and  improvement?  Wise  indeed  must 
have  been  these  regulations  which  the  lapse  of  more 
than  two  centuries  has  not  materially  improved,  and  which 
have  received  the  tribute  of  approbation  from  the  enlight- 
ened government  of  England.  The  failure  of  other  Col- 
onies, although  aided  by  superior  advantages  must  afford 
some  evidence  on  this  subject. 

In  1562,  the  French  commenced  a settlement  in  Caro- 
lina, and  after  three  successive  efforts,  aided  by  wealth  and 
power,  the  settlement  failed,  and  the  object  was  aban 
doned  for  more  than  a century.  In  1585,  the  first  colony 
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was  planted  in  Virginia  by  the  English,  and  although  pat- 
ronized by  government,  and  abundantly  furnished  with  the 
means  of  defence  and  subsistence,  three  colonies  succes- 
sively perished ; and  it  was  not  till  1607  that  they  ulti- 
mately succeeded  in  effecting  a settlement  in  this  State ; 
and  although  this  was  so  long  anterior  to  the  Colony  of 
Plymouth,  we  look  in  vain  for  those  improvements  and 
learning  which  distinguish  New  England.  Even  the 
flourishing  State  of  New  York,  although  settled  in  1614, 
never  exhibited  much  intellectual  improvement  until  the 
systems  of  education  in  the  East  were  introduced  and  in- 
corporated with  its  government.  Similar  references  might 
be  extended  to  other  Colonies  and  States,  without  varying 
the  result.  But  while  the  wise  institutions  of  our  ances- 
tors demand  this  high  tribute  of  respect,  we  would  not 
ascribe  their  success  to  human  agency  alone.  The  hand 
of  Divine  Providence  is  everywhere  as  visible  in  their 
emigration,  landing,  and  settlement,  as  was  the  pillar  of 
fire  by  night,  or  the  cloud  by  day,  to  the  wandering  Israel- 
ites. The  historian  remarks,  then  the  Indian  population 
was  so  numerous  in  this  part  of  New  England  that  the 
Narragansets  were  variously  estimated  at  from  3000  to 
5000  fighting  men ; and  in  1685,  Gov.  Hinkl.y  estimates 
the  Indians  in  Plymouth  county  alone  at  4000.  With 
such  a vast  number  of  savages  in  this  immediate  neighbor- 
hood, whose  hostility  to  the  whites  had  been  aggravated 
by  some  recent  events,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for 
he  Pilgrims  to  have  landed  and  formed  a settlement, 
vithout  a remarkable  interposition  of  Providence.  In 
1617,  a very  extraordinary  mortality  had  so  depopulated 
the  place  where  they  landed,  that  they  took  quiet  posses- 
sion of  houses  and^  cultivated  fields  which  had  been  left 
entirely  desolate. 

Although  destined  to  another  part  of  the  country,  they 
were  directed  by  Providence  to  this  very  spot,  at  the  only 
time  when  their  landing  could  have  been  effected  with 
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safety.  And  when  their  numbers  were  subsequently  re- 
duced by  sickness  and  famine,  and  their  ability  for  defence 
annihilated,  consultations  were  frequently  held  by  the 
savages  for  their  utter  extermination,  and  as  often  defeated 
by  collisions  and  hostilities  among  themselves.  But  the 
simple  fact  that  a powerless  band  of  Pilgrims,  secretly 
fleeing  from  their  own  country,  in  opposition  to  its  govern- 
ment, should  perfectly  succeed  in  such  a glorious  enter- 
prise, in  spite  of  the  conflicting  elements  of  nature  and  the 
machinations  of  savage  foes,  while  other  colonies,  sup 
ported  by  the  most  powerful  monarchs  of  Europe,  were 
totally  extirpated,  affords  satisfactory  proof  that,  like  the 
ancient  Jews,  they  were  under  the  government  of  a pure 
Theocracy. 

For  the  purpose  of  commemorating  these  importanl 
events  and  the  virtuous  deeds  of  their  ancestors,  and  ex- 
cited by  an  affinity  of  interests,  of  education,  and  of  habits, 
and  desirous  of  promoting  the  happiness  and  welfare  oJ 
each  other,  the  resident  Emigrants  from  New  England  as- 
sociated May  6,  1805,  under  the  name  of  11  The  New  Eng- 
land Society  in  the  City  and  State  of  New  York.” 

At  the  original  organization  of  the  Society,  the  follow-

CHARITIES. 


. The  professed  objects  of  the  association  are,  “friend- 
ship, charity,  and  mutual  assistance.” 

One  year  after  the  formation  of  the  Society,  its  number 
of  members  exceeded  two  hundred.  Such  were  the  origi- 
nal officers,  and  such  are  the  prominent  objects  which 
have  ever  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board ; and  it 
may  with  truth  be  remarked,  that  the  duties  of  the  Board, 
and  especially  of  the  Charity  Committee,  have  been  dis- 
charged with  a promptitude  and  fidelity  seldom  witnessed 
in  any  similar  institution. 

Many  applicants  for  charity,  whose  persons  and  homes 
exhibit  the  wretchedness  of  misery  and  want,  have  been 
refused  by  the  almoners  of  the  city,  and  have  been  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  this  Society  for  relief;  and  it  is  a subject 
of  regret,  and  should  incite  to  increased  exertions,  that  the 
funds  have  not  always  been  adequate  to  relieve  the  neces- 
sities of  all  who  are  deemed  worthy. 

' The  time  and  attention,  devoted  by  the  Charity  Com- 
mittee to  visiting  the  poor,  and  to  distributing  the  sums 
appropriated  for  their  relief,  may  be  inferred  from  their 
annual  reports,  which  have  been  carefully  preserved,  and 
constitute  an  enduring  monument  of  the  usefulness  of  the 
Society. 
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In  all  their  donations  they  have  been  careful  previously 
to  ascertain  that  such  charities  would  be  properly  be- 
stowed, and  have  endeavored  to  discourage  the  expecta- 
tion of  their  being  repeated,  so  as  to  prevent  any  relaxa- 
tion of  their  usual  efforts  to  acquire  their  own  subsistence. 
It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  not  to  make  any 
donations  till  they  had  visited  the  applicant  at  his  or  her 
home,  nor  to  give  many  times  successively  without  repeat- 
ing the  visit. 

While  all  unite  in  the  celebration  of  an  event  which 
severed  this  country  from  England,  shall  the  sons  of  New 
England  refuse  to  bestow  merited  honor  upon  the  founders 
of  this  empire,  or  to  commemorate  the  day  which  gave  it 
birth  ? Shall  the  names  of  Carver,  of  Bradford,  of  Stand- 
ish,  of  Brewster,  of  Allerton,  and  others,  be  permitted  to 
pass  into  oblivion  without  one  redeeming  effort  from  their 
ungrateful  descendants  ? 

The  spirits  of  the  Pilgrims  invoke  the  co-operation  of 
their  countrymen  to  perpetuate  principles  which  so  success- 
fully conduced  to  the  establishment  and  permanency  of  this 
government,  and  which,  annually  exhibited  and  preserved 
in  the  legends  of  the  day,  will  excite  no  ordinary  emula- 
tion in  the  rising  generation  ; and  while  the  civil  and  relig- 
ious Institutions  of  our  country  continue  to  rest  upon  such 
a basis,  they  will  present  an  impenetrable  shield  to  the  as- 
sault of  insidious  or  open  foes. 

The  increasing  appropriations  for  charitable  purposes, 
and  the  benefits  which  the  Society  may  confer  upon  the 
friendless  stranger,  and  upon  such  members  as  may  require 
its  aid,  to  obtain  facilities,  in  their  ordinary  occupations, 
afford  cogent  reasons  for  its  continued  existence  and  sup- 
port ; and  it  is  ardently  hoped  that  the  suggestions  al- 
ready made  will  induce  all  emigrants  from  New  England 
to  associate  with  their  brethren  in  advancing  the  prosper- 
ity and  usefulness  of  the  New  England  Society. 
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The  following  is  a statement  of  persons  relieved,  and  the 
amount  of  money  distributed  by  the  Charity  Committee  of 
the  New  England  Society  for  the  twelve  years  last  past : —

In  addition  to  the  amount  thus  officially  reported  by  the 
members  of  the  Charity  Committee,  they  have  each  year  ex- 
pended considerable  sums  of  money  from  their  own  private 
means.  Many  widows  with  small  children,  also  elderly 
women,  disabled  from  work  by  sickness,  have  from  the 
Society  a monthly  stipend,  usually  about  enough  to  provide 
for  that  heavy  item  of  expense  to  the  poor,  their  rent. 

Finances. 

The  Society  has  a productive  Fund  well  invested, 
amounting  to  about  $14,000,  to  which  such  additions  are 
made,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  initiation  fees  and  annual 
dues  received  from  Members,  will  permit. 


THE  CONSTITUTION 


OF  TIIE 

NEW  E N GLAND  SOCIETY 

I N TIIE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 



ARTICLE  I. 

All  such  persons  as  now  are  members  of  the  charitable 
and  literary  association  in  the  City  of  New  York,  called 
The  New  England  Society  in  the  City  and  State  of  New 
York , and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  Mem- 
bers of  said  Association,  by  being  elected  such  Members, 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thereof,  and 
subscribing  the  Constitution  thereof,  and  paying  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Association,  shall 
be,  and  hereby  are,  constituted  a body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  The  New  Eng- 
land Society  in  the  City  of  New  York , for  the  purpose  of 
affording  pecuniary  relief  to  poor  persons  of  New  England 
origin,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  main- 
taining a Library. 


ARTICLE  II. 


The  estate  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be 
governed  and  directed  by  a Board  of  Officers,  Members 
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of  said  Corporation,  consisting  of  a President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  four  Counsellors,  eight  Assistant  Counsellors, 
a Secretary,  and  a Treasurer,  to  be  elected  and  appointed 
annually,  at  such  time  and  place,  within  the  City  of  New 
York,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  said 
Association. 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  re- 
ceive by  devise,  and  hold  real  estate  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  to  the  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  and 
to  sell  or  mortgage  real  estate,  and  also  to  receive  by  be- 
quest, and  possess  personal  estate,  so  that  the  whole  of 
their  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  in  value  fifty 
thousand  dollars ; one  half  of  their  annual  income  from 
initiation  fees  and  annual  dues,  shall  be  annually  ex- 
pended in  benefactions  to  the  poor,  according  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  Corporation  ; and  they 
shall  have  power  to  loan  their  moneys  on  mortgage,  or 
invest  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  in  any  public  stock  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  one  of  the  States  of  the 
Union ; or  in  the  stock  of  any  Bank  chartered,  or  to  be 
chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  SOCIETY. 



I. 

Any  person  of  full  age,  being  a native,  or  the  son  of  a 
native,  of  any  of  the  New  England  States,  and  of  fair 
character,  may,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers, 
or  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  officers  or  members  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, be  admitted  a Member  of  the  Society.  And,  being 
so  admitted,  shall  become  a Member  thereof,  on  subscrib- 
ing the  Constitution,  and  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Society  the  sum  prescribed  in  the  first  article  thereof. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Officers  shall  have  power,  by  the  concur- 
rent votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Officers  of  the  Board, 
given  by  ballot,  to  admit  persons  members  of  the  Society, 
who  are  not  natives,  or  the  sons  of  natives,  of  any  of  the 
New  England  States. 


III. 

The  Board  of  Officers,  may,  by  the  concurring  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  all  its  Members,  given  viva  voce , and  entered 
2 
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on  the  Minutes,  suspend  any  Member  from  enjoying  the 
privileges  of  the  Society,  who  may  be  guilty  of  gross  mis- 
behavior, or  scandalous  or  dishonest  conduct.  Such  sus- 
pension shall  continue,  until  revoked  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  or  until 
the  suspended  member  is  restored  to  the  Society  by  the 
votes  of  a majority  of  the  Members  present,  at  an  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society. 

IV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  unless 
that  day  shall  be  Sunday,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  held 
on  the  twenty-third  day  of  December,  at  such  hour  and 
place  as  the  Board  of  Officers  may  direct;  at  which  meet- 
ing the  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected;  and  of 
the  time  and  place  of  which  meeting  the  Board  of  Officers 
shall  give  one  week’s  notice  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

V. 

A majority  of  the  Officers  named  in  the  second  article 
of  the  Constitution,  the  President,  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence, one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  always  being  one,  shall 
constitute  a Board  of  Officers  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. If  from  any  cause  such  meeting  shall  not  be  held, 
a Special  Meeting  may  be  called  for  the  election  of  Offi- 
cers, as  provided  for  in  By-Law  X. 

VI. 

Two-thirds  of  the  Officers  named  in  second  article  of 
the  Constitution,  without  the  presence  of  the  President, 
or  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall  also  constitute  a 
Board  of  Officers  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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VII. 

The  President,  and  if  he  is  absent,  the  first  Yice-Presi 
dent,  and  if  they  are  both  absent,  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  if  these  three  Officers  are  absent,  a Chairman 
for  the  meeting,  to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  shall  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 


VIII. 

The  President,  and  if  he  is  absent  from  the  city,  either 
of  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  if  those  three  Officers  are  ab- 
sent therefrom,  any  two  Counsellors  may  call  a Special 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 

IX. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may  appropriate  a portion  of 
the  annual  income  of  the  Society,  not  exceeding  three- 
fourths,  to  the  relief  of  the  indigent  or  unfortunate  persons 
of  New  England  origin. 


X. 

The  President,  and  if  he  be  absent  from  the  city,  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents,  may,  on  the  request  of  any  five 
Members  of  the  Society,  call  a Special  Meeting  thereof, 
and  give  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meet- 
ing, as  the  Officer  calling  the  same  shall  deem  proper. 

XI. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall  keep  a correct  ac- 
count, in  a book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Officers,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Officers  shall 
direct. 
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XII. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  money,  funds,  and  secur- 
ities of  the  Society,  and  pay  and  dispose  of  the  same,  in 
pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  on  the 
warrants  of  the  Finance  Committee ; and  render  an  ac- 
count thereof,  annually,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Officers  next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 


xnr. 

There  shall  be  two  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board 
of  Officers,  one  to  be  called  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
shall  consist  of  three,  and  the  other  to  be  called  the  Com- 
mittee on  Charity,  to  consist  of  six. 

XIV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  audit 
all  accounts  against  the  Society;  to  execute  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Officers,  in  relation  to  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  the  payment  and  disposition  thereof ; to  give 
warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  Board  of  Officers ; and  to  perform  such  other 
specific  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  them  by  the  Board  of 
Officers, 

XV. 

•It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Charity, 
faithfully  to  distribute  and  expend,  according  to  the  Com 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  all  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  Board  of  Officers  for  Charitable  purposes, 
and  received  by  the  Committee  for  that  object,  and  to 
render  an  account  of  their  proceedings  annually,  at  the 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  next  preceding  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Society. 


■ 
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XYI. 

Each  person  who  shall  be  admitted  a Member  of  the 
Society,  shall  pay,  on  his  admission,  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, as  required  by  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution, 
and  annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  three  dollars,  until 
the  total  sum  of  his  contributions  shall  amount  to  fifty 
dollars,  when  no  further  annual  payment  shall  be  exacted. 
But  any  Member  may,  if  he  pleases,  continue  his  annual 
payments  beyond  that  period. 

XVII. 

The  widow  and  children  of  a deceased  Member,  left  in 
indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  entitled,  for  five  success- 
ive years,  to  an  annuity  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  to 
the  full  amount  of  the  moneys  the  deceased  Member  shall 
have  actually  paid  into  its  Treasury  : Provided,  however, 
the  said  annuity  shall  in  no  case  be  paid  to  a widow  of  a 
Member  after  she  shall  have  married  again,  nor  to  children 
after  they  shall  be  able  to  earn  their  own  subsistence. 

XVIII. 

The  Board  of  Officers  shall  have  power  to  release,  at 
their  discretion,  any  Member  from  the  annual  payment 
of  three  dollars,  for  any  one  or  more  jmars;  but  the 
sum  or  sums,  from  which  any  Member  shall  be  so  re- 
leased, shall  not  be  considered  as  forming  any  part  of  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  mentioned  in  the  By-Law  number  XV  L, 
nor  be  taken  into  the  estimate,  in  determining  the  amount 
of  the  annuity  to  be  paid  to  his  widow  and  children,  as 
provided  for  in  the  By-Law  number  XVII. 


The  whole  amount  of  any  sum  voluntarily  subscribed, 
by  any  Member,  towards  constituting  a common  fund,  as 


well  as  the  amount  of  his  initiation  fee,  and  the  annual 
clues  he  has  paid,  may  be  estimated  as  a part  <*f  his  max- 
imum of  fifty  dollars. 

XX. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may,  in  their  discretion,  elect  a 
Committee  not  exceeding  three,  from  the  Members  of  the 
Society,  which  committee  may  be  allowed  to  attend  the 
Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  to  assist  in  their  delibe- 
rations, and  co-operate  with  them,  as  far  as  the  Con- 
stitution allows,  in  promoting  the  general  objects  of  the 
Society.
